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House of Assembly 

Mondav, August C, I860. 
The House met at a quarter past three 
o'clock Present— Speaker Helmcken. and 
Messrs. Green, Crease, Foster, Coles, Wad- 
dington, Cary, Franklin, McDonald, and 
Southgate. 

THE GAS COMMITTEE. 

Mr Waddinnton, from the committee to 
inquire into the bill for the incorporation of 
the Victoria Gas Company, reported that no 
subscriptions of said Company had yet been 
paid in; that no officer had been elected; 
and that the committee were not satisfied 
that John T. Little was authorized to appear 
before them on behalf of the Company, 
some of whom resided in California. J tie 
committtee, after a careful consideration of 
the matter had come to the conclusion that 
the pecuniary ability of the parlies was 
insufficient and they therefore reported ad- 
veise to granting the petition. 

A BKEKZK. 

Mr. Crease— (rising hurriedly)— I move 
Mr Speaker, that the report be not accepted. 

The Speaker— Vou cannot move that— 
You must move that it be taken into con- 

''Mr^Wad.iinulon-I should like to know 
vivttheh™. member means by his allu- 
sions He moves that the report be not ac- 
cepted, and 1 wish to know the reasons that 
induced so singular a motion. 

A jj KVPI.ANATION — NOT S ATI S F A CTORY* 

Mr Crease explained that he merely was 
at a loss for the regular f otm of getting tha 
matter before the Housr- ; the Speaker had 
•et him right ; and of coarse his motion had 
been of no weight. 

Mr Waddington— When you moved thai 
the report of the committee be not accept, 
-you most have had an object in view. You 
had some very serious motive, no doubt, tor 
<loin" so. We must come to an understand- 
ing a"bout this. [Laughter]. 

<< , MAKE'S NEST" AND " HPMBW "*V 

Mr. Crease-The hon. gentleman .as 
found a " mare's nest." Laughier . When 
I made the motion, I did so with the belief 
that it was the best way to bring it under 
the consideration of the House. 

Mr Cary— The amount of it is, the hon. 
member (Mr. Crease) wished to make the 
hon. and learned member (Mr. Wadding- 
ton) eat humble pie. Now the hon. and 
learned member does not wish to eat hum- 
ble pie; consequently, the hon. member 
should drop the matter [laughter 

The mailer did drop here. J'he gas re- 
port will come befuro the House for con- 
sideration on the 13th Inst. 

PETITION AGAINST OAS. 

Mr Waddington presented a petition or 
remonstrance against the incorporation 
the Victoria Gas Company. It was signed 
by 130 citizens. 

A DOODLE SHUFFLE. 

Mr Waddington said that in looking over 
the remonstrance, and comparing It Witt 
the petition in favor of the cptltpwy, h* 
found that some 20 names appeared on tl « 
former which were also on the latter. Hfl 
had inquired of several how such o t Wng 
came to pass, and they answered that they 
hsd signed it under the also trap WMlOO 
that the company asked the bare privilege 
of lighting the city without the exclusive 
privilege. Many also objected to the man- 
ner in which the concern was gotten up. 
They wanted to see a company formed thai 
would -give the city at large an opportunity 
to take stock in it. 

ANOTHER BREACH OK IMUVILEOR I 

Mr. Franklin— Mr. Speaker, I wish to have 
narlioular attention paid to this fact. Sev- 
eral have signed the petition for the incor- 
poration of the company who have also 
signed the remonstrance against it. Such o 
,...ir«fl is hi«hly improper, lo say tho 
fffiA*Bm Ol privilege. He took 



the opportunity to bring this to the attention 
of the House, because it was too much of a 
habit with some people in this town to sign 
their names to documents without giving 
them a due consideration. 

Quite a lively time here ensued, which 
seemed to afford the hon. members much 
edification, and amused the spectators ex- 
ceedingly. 

At last, Mr. Crease moved that tho remon- 
strance be not accepted ; and 

Mr. Waddington, stating that he had mere- 
ly wished to bring it to the notice of the 
House, withdrew it. 

IMPROVEMENT OF STREETS. 

The House then went into committee on 
the bill to improve certain streets of Victo- 
ria, Mr. Waddington in the chair. 

The committee then went to work and 
commenced to tear in pieces the work of the 
previous session. It was decided, after much 
" small talk," that the sections to be improv- 
ed should be as follows: 1. Yates street 
from Government to Douglas ; 2. Govern- 
ment street, from Johnson to Pandora; 3. 
Pandora street, from Government to Doug- 
las; 4. Store street, from Johnson to Pandora; 
5. A foot-bridge on Broad street, from John- 
son to Pandora; G. Fort street, from Govern- 
ment to Douglas ; 7. Pandora street from 
Government, so as to perfect a junction with 
the North road ; 8. Broad street, from Yates 
to Johnson; 9. Draining of the road to the 
springs: 10. Humboldt street, from Douglas 
to parsonage ; 11. Fort street, from Douglas 
to Blanchard. 

Mr. Foster moved that the work on streets 
as numbered, up to 7, inclusive, be com- 
pleted in a subslantial manner, before ihe 
balance of the work be touched — the streets 
lo be properly graded and macadamized 20 
feet wide. Adopted. 

On motion, a cistern was ordered to be 
built at the junction of Yates and Govern- 
ment streets. 

A BOMBSHELL. 

Mr. Helmcken moved that a portion of 
Wharf street, opposite the H. B. Co.'s be 
graded. 

Mr. Cary [excitedly]— I oppose that mo- 
tion; the Hudson Bay Company have 
already cut out the face of the sireet, and 
tliey had not the least shadow of right to do 
it. They claim to own the streets. They 
are wrong. I am surprised to find any hon. 
member bringing in such a motion. I be- 
lieve it must be meant as a joke. 

A HOT SHOT. 

Mr. Helmcken — The motion is not a 
jocular one. He was much surprised at the 
impudence of the learned Attorney General. 
Government officials had been employed 
to regulate the grade, and they certainly 
understood what they were about. 

HAI.U shame 1 

Mr. Cary thanked the honorable gentle- 
man for his elegant language. He did not 
care who had cut down the grade on Wharf 
streel, the parties hnd made themselves 
amenable to the law. He had gone to the 
company, and they had promised to fill it 
up again. The honorable member should 
be ashamed to bring in such a motion— to 
take up the time of the House with such a 
motion. 

Mr. Helmcken— I am not ashamed at all. 
When the macadam is put on, it will bring 
the giade to a level with the rest of the 
streets. 

WHO OWNS THE STREETS ? 

Mr. Waddington— The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany claim to own the streets. After all, 
it seems as if we are to improve the streets 
for their especial benefit. 

A LEGAL LESSON. 

Mr. Cary was surprised to find the mem- 
ber so totally uninformed in regard to so 
important a matter. He would refer him to 
a certain little legal book he had in his pos- 
session, which would tell him. 

ANOTHER HOT SHOT. 

Mr. Waddington [interrupting]— When I 
want to learn law I shall not go to the At- 
torney General to learn it. Tho samples he 
has given us of his legal knowledge while 
in this colony havo been perfectly disgrace- 
ful! 

Mr. Cary complained that the hon. mem- 
ber continually interrupted him at every 
session. 

[A running conversation ensued between 
Mr. Waddington and Mr. Cary] and the lat- 
ter, after reiterating his opinion that the 
Hudson Bay Company had no right to tho 
streets, sat down. 

A WHOLE BROABilDE. 

Mr. Helmcken was not aware that it was 
customary for honorable members to give 
lognl opinions unsolicited. If an opinion 
was desired, it would be asked for officially, 
and not accepted gratuitously. | Laughter.] 

After this broadside the conflicting ele- 
ments subsided, and the resolution was put 
and losi. Mr. Helmekun only voting in tho 
affirmative. 

The Committee rose and the House ad- 
journed to Tuesday, 7lh inst., at :t o'clock.

Gas Company. 
Ry refere-ico to our legislative report it 
will he observed that the Select Committee 
to whom was referred the petition of the 
Victoria Gas Company, have reported 
against it on several grounds. The question 
of monopoly <>r no monopoly has been ap- 
parently untouched. It remains now for 
the House to consider, on the loth inst., the 
report; and it is hoped so far as a monopoly 
is concerned, that it will be entirely repu- 
dialed, and thus establish once lot- a!! the 
doctrine that no individual or corporate in- 
terest shall be fostered by legislative enact- 
ment at tho expense or to the injury of the 
public. We have no disposition to make 
any proposition that would discourage the 
introduction of capital into the country. Yet 
we believe that the necessary capital for tho 
manufacture of gas could be raised on a 
more liberal principle than has been propo- 
sed. A few persons forseeing the future 
prosperity and expansion of Vicloria, have 
aimed at an exclusive privilege; but tho 
evil does not rest wholly in monopoly of 
manufacture and sale. The shares in the 
proposed company have never been offered 
at such a rate as would afford all an oppor- 
tunity to lake stock; not have they been 
offered generally in the market. This there- 
fore is another exclusive characteristic not 
calculated to favor the interests of the pro- 
jectors. We propose, therefore— and we 
think the time opportune— that a company 
be organised by the consumers and non- 
consumers of gas generally. Placo the 
shares at such a figure that the amount 
could be no obstacle to raising the capital. 
By this means the consumers would be pro- 
tected against monopoly or the avarice of 
irresponsible parties, and thechanccs would 
be that the price of gas would be far lower 
than if introduced on any olher principle. We 
observe that a gas company has lately been 
organised in Glasgow, with the shares so low 
(XI sig.) that lite commonest laborer could in- 
vest his small capital. Here so low a fiyiiro 
would be impracticable, consequently the 
minimum prioe of a share ought not be 
less than S50, a sum within the reach of 
everybody. What strikes us most forcibly 
is tlie cheap rale at which it is proposed to 
supply gas (bote. Only three shillings and 
four pence per thousand cubic feet — a mere 
trifle when compared with either the mini- 
mum or maximum price proposed here. It 
was proposed by the projected, Victoria Gas 
Company to supply gas at not less than 
S7 50 nor more than SI 2, provided a mon- 
opoly was granted. The clilTerenco is so 
disproportionate between the price there and 
the price proposed here that consumers had 
Letter bc:;tir themselves to reap tho advan- 
tages of a cheap light. Making due allow- 
ance for the high rate of wages and interest 
here in comparison with Glasgow, we 
know no reason why a first rate article of 
gas could not be supplied at a price not ex- 
ceeding $5 per thousand cubic feet, and 
then allow the shareholders a wide margin 

fur profit. 

Election Quandary. 
The admirers of Mr. Treasurer Gordon 
aro in n perfect quandary about his election. 
Instead of things being "all cut and dried," 
it appears his chances are so slim that he 
will be inglorloualy defeated. ^°far as we 
can learn, ho has not the shadow of a 
chance. We are pleased, however, to note 
that he is the most unconcerned of the 
whole lot. Having secured the golden ob- 
ject of his ambition, naught concerns him 
but the best means to cultivate tho good 
opinion of tho public and thus retain the 
purse strings. We are well assured that

Slough of Despond inlu which perverse 
ItfgiftUlOri have fotOB'l it. 0Ut although 
Mr. Treasurer Gordon may foul unconcerned 

us M the result ol iho election, bey ond doubt 
ho reproaches himself for itisj manner in 
which he has olevnted himself to the head 
of tho Tmainry. Cjflfejj to mind the eqlv- 



oca! services rendered to his party, it is 
easy to imagine him handling the sovereigns 
in the vaults, and iu a plaintive tone, like the 
invalid physician in the East Indies, apos- 
trophising them thus : 

" Slavo of the dark ind dirty mine! 
What vanity lias brought thee here? 
How can I fove to sec thee shine, 
Whom I have bought so dear?" 



Election Sell. 

If the "cut and dried" election of Mr. 
Gordon depends for success on his unfound- 
ed assertion that £20,000 are to be borrow- 
ed, there is, indeed, small hopes of success. 
But to make the sham assumo the form of 
reality, a bill has been reported to improve 
Victoria Harbor and Esquimalt Road— cap- 
ital not to exceed £10,000. We cannot but 
admire tho fertility of invention that origi- 
nated so excellent a cheat. Nothing but the 
election would have ever restored the treach- 
erous memories of Mr. Gordon's admirers to 
their natural condition, and now £10,000 is to 
be raised and appropriated specially to Esqui- 
malt road and Victoria harbor. Yesterday it 
was £20,000. Alio wing a reduction of £10,000 
per day, it would soon fizzle down to noth- 
ing, as it would unquestionably were Mr. 
Gordon elected. Why was Mr. Gordon so 
oblivious to the road for the past five months "? 
Why show such anxiety now for its construc- 
tion ? Is it not a mere sell? What else can 
jt be? Having forfeited the confidence, 
however, of his whilorn constituency, it is 
impossible to beguile the electors into voting 
for him on any such transparent delusion. 
Were he in sober earnest, belief in his pro- 
testations would be impossible. But Mr. 
Gordon will also reduce the Liquor Licen- 
ses. Well, this is tho richest sell yet. Who 
voted against the reduction of the liquor 
license ? No less a person than Mr. G. T. 
Gordon. A few days ago against it ; now 
he is for reduction. "Admirable Gordon" 
will forever surpass the versatility ot "the 
Admirable Crichton." So sudden a change 
ought not be called "weather-cock princi- 
ples." Not at all : a more proper name 
would be "election sells," retailed by Gor- 
don & Co., every day between now and the 
close of the poll on Saturday. 

A Trip to San Juan. — A small number 
nf our citizens departed for an excursion to 
San Jjan on Sunday last, on board the 
steamer Caledonia, Captain Collins. The 
party were hospitably entertained by f.'apt. 
Pickett, commander of the U. S. garrison on 
the island. The soldiers have a large vege- 
table garden near the barracks, which con- 
tains enough esculents to keep them until 
this time next year. Tho American force is 
44 men. The excursionists enjoyed them- 
selves exceedingly, and reached home again 
about seven o'clock Monday morning. The 
general impression on board was, that if the 
people had been sufficiently posted — by 
means of larje show-bills — a much larger 
number would have joined in the excur- 
sion. 

Supposr.n to nr. MvitDKRKO. — Two men, 

named Jackson, and Joseph Fox, left 

Port Ludlow on Wednesday of last week in 
a canoe for Port To wrist' nil. The next day, 
some paitius fuund two empty canoes float- 
ing about ten miles from Port Ludlow. One 
of tho canoes — recognized as Jackson's — 
had marks of blood on the seats and row- 
locks, and was badly stove. The olher canoe 
bore no marks of violence. The inference 
is that Jackson and his companion have been 
murdered, and that the occupants of another 
boat have also rnol with a like fate. 

Arrival of the " Eliza Anderson." — 
The steamer Eliza Anderson arrived from 
the Sound last evening. We ate indebted 
to J. R. Fleming, Ksq., purser, lor late pa- 
pers. A groat excitement exists in tho 
American towns, owing to tho arrest of tho 
Indian in Vicloria, last week, charged with 
murdering the crews of the schooners Helen 
Maria and Blue Wing, some 18 months 
ago. 

Tiijc Sai-k ok Mouses. — At tho sale of 
horses yesterday, by J. A. McCrea, at the 
What Cheer Stables, the animals only 
brought from Si 1 to S45 each. Even a beg- 
gar might ride at those figures. 

Rocdkhy on Salt Sprinc. Island, — A 
large number of Northern Indians camped 
tho other day at Salt Spring Island, broko 
open a settler's cabin, and stole a number of 
articles.

Sound about tho new mines at Rock Cruek. 
A number of men have left the various mills 
bound for the diggings, via Seattle.

Card from the Master of the Bark 
Grecian. 

Editor British Colonist: — My atten- 
tion has been drawn to a paragraph in your 
paper of this date, containing most serious 
charges against my conduct as Master of tho 
Bark Grecian, on her voyage from London 
to this port. As some of the statements are 
totally untrue, I must request you, in justice 
to myself, to give this letter a place in your 
columns. 

First, with regard to tho accusation that I 
was drunk the greater part of the voynge: I 
solemnly deny that I was at any lime inca- 
pable of taking charge of the vessel through 
taking too much liquor, and can confidently 
point to the ship's log, containing observa- 
tions taken at all hours of the night and day, 
to bear me out in this assertion. 

The second statement, that the British 
Consul at Honolulu ordered me to throw all 
my liquor ovetboard, is false, and has no 
foundation whatever ; it is false on tho very 
face of it, as he could have no power to order 
me to do any such thing. 

It is quite true that on the 2lst of July a 
mutiny took place on board, tho particulars 
of which tho public will probably soon be- 
come acquainted with. The ale and porter, 
mentioned in your paper as being in my 
possession, wore in the lazarelte, the key of 
which was in charge of the ollicers when 
they entered my cabin. The only liquor 
in my room was the sherry wine, which was 
my own property. I was perfectly sober at 
the time of the mutiny, and have entered 
the minutest particulars of the occurrence 
in my log. 

During the voyage I neglected no precau- 
tions to insure the safety and comfort of the 
passengers entrusted to my care. It is well 
known that during a long and tedious voy- 
age, it is impossible lor the master of a ves- 
sel to give satisfaction to every one, or to 
prevent the many petty quarrels and sup- 
posed grievances which are sure to arise. I 
am sorry to say that fhis voyage has not 
proved an exception to the rule, and I regret 
much having been unable to please all par- 
ties.

House of Assembly. 

Tuesday, August 7th, 1800. 

House met at 3 o'clock. 

Present :— Speaker Helmcken and Messrs. 
Foster, Green, Crease, Waddington, Cary, 
Franklin, McDonald and Southgale. 

JWESSAGES. 

A message was received from the Gover- 
nor in reply to Mr. Foster's resolution of the 
3rd August, asking that the officials in the 
receipt of colonial revenue be compelled to 
furnish sureties. The message slates that 
sureties are demanded from such officials 
on the same principle as that pursued in 
England, , ■ 

The Currency Bill was returned from the 
Executive Council with alterations in the 
value of coins. Passed a second reading. 

Mr. Waddjngton's bill to regulate the 
sale of fermented and spirituous liquors was 
read a second time. 

REPORTED IIAHIIOR AND BOAD SIM.. 

Mr. Cary, from the committee on the Road 
Bill. The Bill is entitled "the Victoria 
Harbor and Esquimalt Road Improvement 
Bill." The bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a Road Commission and a Harbor 
Commission, by the Governor : the monies 
received under the harbor and pilot dues are 
to form a separate fund ; a loan is to be ad- 
vertised for — said loan not tti exceed . I'll), - 
000; no higher rate of interest than 12 per 
cent, per annum is to be paid for the loan ; 
certificates (transferable) are to be issued ; 
in case the harbor fund will not pay the 
whole interest, the balance may be paid out 
of the general revenue. The amount so 
loaned is to go towards the improvement of 
Victoria Harbor and the Esquimalt Road. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Address to His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, will bo the Order of the 
Day for to-morrow. 

The rules were suspended, and the House 
went into committee on the bills for the pay- 
ment of theCivil List, £.'1,200; for the payment 
of departmental expenses, .C3/207 Ms. Id., 
.and for the pavment of Estimates Nos. 3 
and 4, jE9,3C4 — total, £15,771 14s. Id. 
[These bills wore comprised in the Supplies 
voted; and published some lime sinoe in the 
British Colowist.] The bills wore all 
passed in committee, and reported to the 
House complete. 

THE TAX ON REAL ESTATE, 

Mr. Cary's bill to levy a tax of one per 
■cent, on all the real estate in the colony 
was taken up for a second reading, 

Mr. yVaddiugton said too much power 
was given the" Governor in the bill; the 
Board of Assessors is appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, and if any dispute arists about the 
assessment, the "matter is referred to His 
Excellency. It is like appealing from Ctesar 
to Ciesar. 

Mr. Franklin was opposed to distressing 
property for taxes. 
» Mr. McDo'iald alluded to tlio tax to be 

laid upon all bui IdjiVes in this town : it was 
a matteMhat required the Strictest attention 
of the members, and one which should be 
well weighed before being acted upon. 

Mr. Foster opposed the bill : it was a most 
unfeeling one : Englishmen have not been 
accustomed to the spirit of auoll a bill— 20 
days' time only was allowed for the pay- 
ment of taxes, oi distress would follow. By 
this rule, a man at San Francisco would not 
have time to send the money to pay his 
taxes with, before his properly would be 
Sold; and from any illegality or irregularity 
there is no appeal. 

Mr. Gary; defended the provisions ol the 
bill, and the bill passed to a third reading. 

The House adjourned to Wednesday, 8th 
just., at 3 o'clock. P. M.

Na N AIM ., .Inly 25, I860. 
Editor British Colon ut.— Things at 
■present are very quiet here ; the schooner 
Osprey'' left on the 15t!i with 63 Ions of 
coal for Esquimau, and was the first to arrivo 
here acaiti on Monday the 23d. The Com- 
pany ate erecting two wharves, one at Col- 
vi lie Town; the other on Newcastle Island. 
At the former place thjra are about 300 to 
100, and at the latter about 500 toiiH of coal 
on the wharves. Last Monday the 23d, 
Captain Frauklyu, .1. I'., held bis first court 
here- there weio several cases of drunks, 
with five .^Killings fine and 86 costs. The 
Company's bastion is being fitted for a lock- 
up arid Uourt room; At Deuxrnaiti's mine, 
a 120 horse power engine is being erected; 
in fact, the Company are making the best 
arrangements to meet the demand for coal 
during the coming winter j within the last 
few days they have sent a gentleman up to 
superintend the woiks under Mi. Nicol, A 
bore is being put down for coal, up to the 
present time they have not struck the seam, 
45 fathoms down. On the 26th, from R00 to 
1,0(10 Hydah Indians anived here from the 
North on their way to Victoria, so look out. 
Great inconvenience is felt in consequence 
of the Postmaster lipt keeping stamps, ho 
has only stamped envelopes. There is a 
party up here surveying the Town lot (gov- 
vernment) what a waste of time and cash, 
why not survey land that is wanted ! who 
will settle here unless employed by the 
Company J The " Alpha" arrived yesterday 
(August 1). The Rev. — White is here 
from New Westminster.
